(Begin Isaias recording) First, I would like to thank 
Prime Minister Meles Zenawi of Ethiopia, who, in his 
concern for good relations between Y men and Eritrea, 
sent Foreign Affairs Minister Seyoum Mesfin to Sanaa 
and Asmara today, in a bid to reconcile and to arbitrate 
in the unwanted conflict between the br erly peoples 
of Yemen and Eritrea. 


I would like to take this opportunity to repeat the 
message I have already sent to Prime Minister Meles 
Zenawi through Minister Seyoum Mesfin, as follows: 


1. The lasting solution to this problem lies in interna- 
tional arbitration, therefore, all efforts by both Eritrea 
and Yemen should take this into consideration as a ma- 
jor objective and work jointly toward that end. Any 
other solution to the problem is not practical. 


2. In regard to prisoners of war, and as I have stated to 
President ’Ali "Abdallah Salih of Yemen in a series of 
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telephone conveisations, and as was said in our official 
Statements, it is the responsibility and obligation of the 
Government of the State of Eritrea not to use prisoners 
of war as a bargaining chip, and not to attach any 
conditionality to them. The Government of the State 
of Eritrea, after carrying out the necessary procedures 
and care for the prisoners, will hand them over to the 
Red Cross in Asmara. 


3. As I have repeatedly emphasized to President ‘Ali 
"Abdallah Salih in our series of telephone conversations 
on withdrawal from the Hanish Islands, if the two 
sides agree to withdraw from the Hanish archipelago 
in principle, an independent body acceptable to both 
sides must be set up until the issue is settled through 
international arbitration. Procedures that bind both sides 
should be put in place, and that body should be in 
a position to stay in the archipelago as a supervisor 
and observer in the area pending decisions through 
arbitration. This is necessary, because the two sides 
cannot implement this by means of their goodwill alone. 
It is unfair and unacceptable to put pressure on, and to 
set conditions for Eritrea alone to withdraw from the 
area. 


4. There must be an end to the unfounded and irrespon- 
sible rumors that the Government of the State of Eritrea 
is arresting Yemeni fishermen, and to the pressure be- 
ing placed on Eritrea by foreign forces, with the aim 
of creating confrontation on the issue, and stirring up 
emotions that will divert efforts to find a solution. 


5. I can very well understand Brother ‘Ali ‘Abdallah 
Salih’s unease and bitter feelings over the conflict. 
It is my belief that there is a need to set up an 
independent and neutral body to establish the cause of 
the conflict, and I again urge that such a body be set 
up to investigate the cause of the conflict rather than 
continuing accusations against one another. 


It is not good for brothers to engage in abuse and 
threats. Mistakes cannot be corrected by mistakes, and 
we should desist from issuing threats and conditions. | 
call on both sides to sit down calmly like the mature 
brothers they are, and to talk. I support the initiative 
undertaken by Prime Minister Meles Zenawi, and | 
call on others who have similar goodwill to join this

Arab League Said ‘Meddling’ in Dispute

putes since § »vember between Eritrea and Yemen over 
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the Hanish archipelago, the Eritrean Government has 
been trying its best to solve the misunderstandings 
through normal and calm procedures, and through in- 
ternational laws and peaceful dialogue. Even now, it 
remains convinced of the need for peaceful solutions 
through international law. 

Eritrea did not think this dispute would escalate into 
fierce fighting, nor did it want it to. However, any group 
claiming ownership of the archipelago would have done 
better to present its evidence to the International Court 
of Justice, and to proceed with a case. 


It is evident that this issue is of no concern to any third 
party claiming to be an advocate or supporter of another. 
It is rather an issue between Eritrea and Yemen, and can 
only be solved through mutual understanding between 
the two countries or by arbitration by the International 
Court of Justice. 


However, there are some groups whose habit is to 
instigate problems, and who seek to fish in troubled 
waters, to benefit from the problems of others. This 
is what the Arab League is doing at present. No one 
can fail to be surprised at the Arab League’s intentions 
to create a rift between the two countries which have 
longstanding historical, strategic, and good-neighborly 
ties. This interference by the Arab League will not 
benefit Yemen; in fact it is very harmful to stability, 
prosperity, and fraternal understanding in this region. 
Those who can benefit from this misunderstanding and 
dispute are those who do not want to see peace and 
development among their neighbors. 


Therefore, the leaders of the two countries have a his- 
torical responsibility to solve the conflict with an open 
mind, and by peaceful means. Such wise handling of 
issues is the best way to solve conflicts. To solve a 
problem peacefully and legally is better than solving 
it by fighting, which would be of great benefit to the 
disputing countries, and to the region at large. Such 
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a choice by wise men would not give leeway to those 
(?groups) who want to benefit from the misery and prob- 
lems of others. This is not a problem between Africa and 
the Arab world. It is rather a problem between Eritrea 
and Yemen. Even if the Arab League talks and talks, 
this issue will not escalate, as it wishes, to become a 
confrontation of Arabs against Africans. Moreover, Er- 
itrea has stronger, mor- longstanding historical ties with 
Yemen than any other party. 


Evidence of the ownership of the Hanish archipelago is 
provided by history and by legal historical documents, 
and not by the political meddling of the Arab League, 
so let the Arab League keep its meddling hands off.

Mbeki Names Group To Probe Media Ownership

has named the members of a media task group that 
will investigate government-media communications and 
patterns of media ownership and control, according to 
a statement issued by Mbeki’s office. 


The task group was first mooted earlier this year at a 
government communications conference held at Amis- 
ton on the Cape south coast. That meeting came about 
largely as a result of Mbek:’s perception that the Gov- 
ernment was not communicating its message adequately 
to the media and that the media was dominated by white 
middle-aged males who set a media agenda that persis- 
tently criticised the Government. 


The conference also recommended that affirmative ac- 
tion policies be examined and that government adver- 
tising be withheld from publications that did not imple- 
ment affirmative hiring policies. 

The task group comprises: Stephen Mncube, divisional 
manager of the Development Information Service of 
the Centre for Policy and Information, Mandla Langa, 
director of Interface Consultancy-Productions; Mathata 
Tsedu, political editor of the SOWETAN newspaper, 
Tshepo Rantho, president of the National Community 
Media forum; David Dison, a leading media attorney; 
Sebiletso Mokone Matabane, co-chairman of the In- 
dependent Broadcasting Authority; Raymond Louw, a 
former editor of the RAND DAILY MAIL and chair- 
man of the Freedom of Expression Institute; Willem 
de Klerk, a former editor of RAPPORT newspaper and 
now a private communications and political consultant, 
Val Pauquet, national communications co-ordinator of 
the National Peace Accord; and Steve Godfrey of the 
Commonwealth. 


The terms of reference of the inquiry include a re- 
view of: existing government communications policy 
at national, provincial and local level; existing gov- 
ernment communications structures and facilities at na- 
tional, provincial and local level; the relationships be- 
tween government communication functions at national, 
provincial and local level, existing government bud- 
gets with special reference to personnel, operations 
and equipment; relationships between government com- 
munications structures and non-governmental informa- 
tion providers; government communication training and 
Capacity-building with special emphasis on affirmative 
action; the ownership and control of South African me- 
dia and how this affects government communication; 
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defining existing information delivery mechanisms; ex- 
amining international communicaiion functions with 
special emphasis on information dissemination; and re- 
searching government communications policies, func- 
tions and structures in other democracies, especially de- 
veloping countries. 


Mbeki’s spokesman, Thami Ntenteni, said the group 
was expected to begin its work next month and that 
it would report to Mbeki when it finished. 


No budget had yet been set aside, Ntenteni said, adding 
that it was not expected that any of the members would 
perform work full-time on the group. 


Land Commission Receives Thousands of Claims

— The Commission on Restitution of Land Rights 
had received more than 5,000 claims countrywide, 
Chief Land Claims Commissioner Joe Seremane said 
on Wednesday [20 December]. 


He said the commission was geared to speed up the 
processing of these claims, some of which had reached 
the negotiation and mediation stage. 


Provisional agreement had been reached on settling 
some claims, he said in a statement in Pretoria after 
a commission meeting this week. 


Reacting to reports that some organisations and individ- 
uals were threatening land invasions unless claims were 
resolved within weeks, Seremane called on everyone in- 
volved to act with patience and responsibility. 


Dispossession had taken decades through racially based 
actions which could not be rectified overnight, he said. 
Creating the administrative structure needed to process 
thousands of claims had taken longer than expected, 
but the commission was now moving towards full 
Operational capacity. 


The most claims were in KwaZulu/Natal: 1,999 since 
the commission was formed in March. There have been 
1,062 claims in Gauteng, 626 in the Western Cape, 362 
in Northern Province, 358 in the Eastern Cape, 278 in 
Mpumalanga, 18! in Northwest, 116 in the Northern 
Cape and 59 in the Free State. 


Of the 5,041 claims lodged, 3,065 affect urban areas 
and 1,976 rural areas. 


Seremane said he believed many claims were outstand- 
ing because people were unaware they could make 
Claims in respect of land of which they had been dispos- 
sessed as long ago as 1913. He asked for media help 
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in communicating the restitution process as widely as 
possible.

All that was left was to set a 
date. As he left for the United States, the president of the 
Republic proposed 20 December.

The embassy is entitled to dislike how journalists report 
what they hear, but it has no right to deny journalists 
information that relates to Mozambique and to the 
interests of U.S. taxpayers.

And even if he reports what he hears in a way that 
prevents readers from separating his views from the 
facts, the embassy has no right tu ban him. It does have 
the right to respond to media that publish his stories and 
to put the record straight through other journalists.

Mr. Dennis Jett is entitled not to speak to any journalist. 
But Ambassador Dennis Jett does not have the right to 
ban anyone from the embassy or USAID from speaking 
to a journalist. 


We know Joseph Hanlon and the surprising amount of 
work that he has done in Mozambique since he came to 
Maputo as a BBC correspondent in the late 1970s. We 
became acquainted with him as a journalist who was not 
afraid to show his readers his political preferences — 
like in the struggle against apartheid — and as a critic 
who acted in line with his political affiliations. 


For instance, we recall that although Hanlon generally 
favored the Mozambique Liberation Front’s socialist 
plan in the 1970s, he was among the first to severely 
criticize the then Mozambican Government's agricul- 
tural policy. 


Our !aformation Ministry’s animosity tow ard Hanlon in 
the early 1980s only worked in his favor.

modelled on the likes of a president-for-life of the 
brutal, one-party-state Africa of the 60s, while all 
around Zimbabwe, southern Africa seeks to grow into 
the Africa of the 90s with accountable, responsive 
governments. 


Zimbabwe has never been in a worse economic crisis, 
some of it due to persistent drought, but most of it, 
according to economic commentators, caused by unre- 
strained government expenditure and mismanagenent. 


International Monetary Fund (IMF) officials are row 
occupying desks in important ministries, watching the 
purse strings to ensure that the governmem does not 
again blow its chances of finance. 


Despite a promising start to the rainy season, the 
country’s farmers, who gave Zimbabwe its reputatiun as 
Africa’s bread basket, cannot afford to plant the crops 
needed to give the economy a head start after a five- 
year cycle of devastating drought. Half of the country’s 
11 million people are on the edge of starvation, living 
on irregular deliveries of relief supplies in the wake of 
chronic crop failure. 
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The manufacturing industry, the most advanced on the 
continent outside South Africa, continues to stagnate 
while government dithers over issues like tariff reform 
that desperately need decisions. 


Two weeks ago members of the Zimbabwe Association 
of Business Organisations (ZABO), representing the 
leaders of the private sector, met in private and arrived at 
the alarming consensus that the government has become 
“paralysed.” 

In the face of these crises, Mugabe’s acttons over the 
last couple of months have left behind a reaction of 
astonishment. In one week in November, the budgets 
for low-cost housing and health — with hospitals now 
unable to provide meals for patients — were slashed. 


At the end of the same week, pay increases of up 
to 150 per cent for Mugabe, his ministers and MPs 
were announced. The week after, ZANU-PF received 
its annual R13 million [rands}] grant — uncut — from 
the Treasury, the only political party to receive state 
funding. 

"Even if you ignore the monstrous proportions of the 
(pay) increase, the timing of the announcement shows 
an incredible lack of sensitivity to the extremely difficult 
circumstances the rest of the country is experiencing,” 
said a Western diplomat. 


While the rises were being digested at home, Mugabe 
was travelling abroad on a series of mostly low-profile 
international meetings, and setting a new record by 
circling the globe with a delegation of 34 officials. 


Instead of travelling on scheduled flights on his two- 
week odyssey, an Air Zimbabwe plane was hired at 
government expense, parked for days on end at inter- 
national airports from Buenos Aires to Kuala Lumpur, 
and burned up R400,000 of fuel. 


He returned home, but was off again a week later, 
this time for a lengthy state visit to Austria. Instead of 
returning home afterwards, he flew to London where, 
sources told SAPA, the Air Zimbabwe aiicraft was 
patked again for a full week and he was joined by a 
large retinue made up of his young wife, Grace Marufu, 
whom he married a year ago according .to traditional 
custom; and her relatives, who went shopping while the 
party of government officials went back to Harare. 


When the aircraft arrived home, it was carrying so much 
baggage that seats had to be removed so the crates, bags 
and boxes could fit, witnesses said. 


"If you surround someone with praise-singers and 
acolytes constantly chanting how wonderful and right 
he is, he will eventually believe them,” said a human 
rights lawyer requesting anonymity. "Then they believe 
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they cannot do wrong. And that is extremely worrying 
about Mugabe and the next six years." 


Mugabe’s Human Rights Record Assailed

ment who have taken a tough stance over the human 
rights record of military-ruled Nigeria are facing some 
Criticism of double-standards. 


Among other world leaders, Mugabe was particularly 
scathing in his condemnation of Nigeria for executing 
nine Ogoni human rights activists, including noted 
writer and environmentalist, Ken Saro-Wiwa, the 
ZIANA [ZIMBABWE INTER-AFRICAN NEWS 
AGENCY] national news agency reports. 


He described the executions as "disgusting" and even 
warned Africa’s most populous nation that Zimbabwe 
would not hesitate to impose sanctions if it failed to 
improve its human rights record and restore civilian rule. 


But critics at home say although the government pub- 
licly commits itself to democratic pluralism and respect 
for human rights, in practice the ZANU-PF [Zimbabwe 
African National Union-Patriotic Front] government, in 
power since independence in 1980, is intolerant of crit- 
icism. 

"Although Zimbabwe's pattern of violation (of human 
rights) is not as obvious as that exercised by Nigeria, 
there are nevertheless gross abuses of human :ights 
and democratic misconduct which constitute a threat to 
peace and stability," says Prof Austin Chakaodza, leader 
of a fledgling political party. 


Chakaodza, writing in a financial weekly, deplored the 
Commonwealth Heads of Government Meeting held in 
New Zealand in November for including Zimbabwe 
in a watchdog committee of eight member countries 
to monitor violations of human rights in line with 
principles laid down in the 1991 Harare Declaration. 


The Commonwealth was treating Zimbabwe with “kid 
gloves", he said. 


Early this year the London-based human rights pressure 
group, Amnesty International, released a report which 
said Zimbabwe, together with Kenya, Tanzania, Uganda 
and Zambia were "misusing" some legal charges to stifle 
Opposition. 

"These charges include sedition, contempt of court, 
defamation, possession of classified documents and 
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holding meetings or demonstrations without official 
permission. 

"The use of such charges against non-violent opponents 
or critics for political ends is a serious violation of 
international human rights standards,” the report says. 
Critics say Zimbabwe’s legal system is heavily staked 
against government opponents. 


For instance, the Official Secrets Act and the Parlia- 
mentary Privileges and Immunities Act were sometimes 
used by government to curb freedom of expression and 
freedom of the press. 


The Zimbabwe Human Rights Association (Zimrights) 
in its bulletin said democratic institutions like the 
electoral supervisory commission and the police had 
been heavily politicised, turning them into "poodles" 
there to serve ZANU-PF’s interests, instead of providing 
the necessary checks and balances against political 
excesses. 


Now in the wake of unprecedented riots in central 
Harare, in which over Zimdollars 2 million worth of 
property was destroyed, the government is in the process 
of drawing up a public order and security bill aimed at 
curbing violent demonstrations. 


However, if passed into law, human rights organisations 
fear this would give police excessive powers when 
"controlling" demonstrations. 


Demonstrations against unpopular government policies 
may not be approved, says Zimrights chairnian, Dr 
Reginald Matchaba-Hove. 


But Mugabe has already warned of banning demonstra- 
tions altogether, calling Zimrights "Zimriots" and ' Zim- 
looters" because it organised the demonstration against 
alleged police brutality which later turned violent. 


Zimbabwe's granting of political asylum to deposed for- 
mer Ethiopian strongman Col Mengistu Haile Mariam, 
who is facing charges of butchering hundreds of his 
countrymen, is also raising comparisons with Mugabe’s 
condemnation of Gen Sani Abacha’s military junta. 


"On what ground, therefore, do our leaders stand in 
opposing Gen Abacha’s junta when right on our soil 
we are harbouring a man wanted for murder trial back 
home in his own country," someone with the nom de 
plume "Silence Is Golden" wrote in the Bulawayo-based 
CHRONICLE’s letters column. 


Ironically, Mugabe said Mengistu was granted asylum 
for his contribution to Zimbabwe's protracted armed 
struggle against minority white rule while Gen Abacha, 
in turn, accused the southern African country of betrayal 
since the West Africans also contributed to the struggle. 
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The country’s commitment to human rights has also 
been dented abroad by Mugabe’s controversial hostile 
attack on homosexuals and lesbians, tolerated in the 
West. 


Interestingly, though, an influential member of the rul- 
ing ZANU-PF party and also the architect of Zim- 
babwe’s constitution has admitted that the cuuntry’s Bill 
of Rights "takes away by one hand what it gives by an- 
other". 


"The aim must be to shield, to protect, to defend 
our democratic order from the more ambitious popular 
leaders who cherish the acquisition of total power 
in their hands,” said Eddison Zvobgo, ZANU-PF’s 
secretary for legal affairs. Although Zimbabwe’s human 
rights record is not as appalling as that of other African 
countries, Amnesty International says it is fraught with 
inconsistencies. 


The London-based international human rights watchdog 
in its report said although Zimbabwe professes commit- 
ment to democracy and human rights, it was one of the 
countries that subtly manipulated the legal system in a 
way "designed to minimise the likelihood of interna- 
tional disapproval and to keep the democratic creden- 
tials intact”. 


Hospitals ‘Overwhelmed’ by AIDS Patients

Hospitals and clinics in Zimbabwe's Midlands Province 
are now overwhelmed by AIDS and terminally-ill pa- 
tients. 


The recent disclosure by a Gweru magistrate that AIDS 
cases in the province had risen from 119 in 1987 to a 
Staggering 10,647 in 1994 calls for drastic measures to 
control the pandemic and provide proper care for AIDS 
patients, the ZIANA (ZIMBABWE INTER-AFRICAN 
NEWS AGENCY] news agency reports. 


According to Gweru General Hospital Superintendent 
Jans Mathys Rycken, 50 per cent of patients admitted 
at the hospital suffer from AIDS or AIDS-related 
diseases and four to five such patients are dying 
daily. Such shocking statistics call for the strengthening 
of the community home-based care programme for 
both AIDS and terminally-ill patients. The programme, 
which is being undertaken jointly by the Ministry of 
Health and Child Welfare, the Midlands AIDS Support 
Organisation (MASO) [words indistinct] funds and 
shortage of nursing personnel to follow up on AIDS 
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patients were threatening to derail the programme. "We 
do not have enough materials or facilities to train 
relatives to look after their chronically-ill patients and 
therefore the system is unable to operate effectively,” 
he says. It was impossible, he says, to revitalise the 
home-based care programme as long as funds were 
not available to purchase basic items such as clothing, 
gloves and to provide a balanced diet. 


However, MASO has been of great assistance to AIDS 
and terminally-ill patients because of the availability of 
Care-givers and a budget set aside for the programme. 
MASO Executive Director Ticharwa Masimira says that 
during 1995 his organisation had been consolidating the 
home-based care programme and there was now a good 
response from the public. "We are now getting more 
referrals from the provincial hospital and members of 
the community are coming forward for assistance,” he 
says. 


MASO needs more welfare support to cater for destitute 
patients while some were referred to the Department of 
Social Welfare to be placed on the public assistance 
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programme. Masimira says MASO care-givers provide 
food items, counselling services and care to some 60 
terminally-ill patients every month. 


MASO was also planning to expand its services to the 
rural areas to cover most parts of the Midlands Province. 
"We want to expand our services to various companies 
and we plan to visit the mining and farming sectors to 
strengthen the home-based care programme,” Masimira 
Says. 


Home-care co-ordinator for the Gweru City Council, 
nursing Sister Diana Mabwe, says the city Health 
Department is working with MASO to provide care 
for AIDS and chronically-ill patients within Gweru. 
Up to 35 care-givers trained by MASO and the City 
Council were now involved in the home-based care 
programme since they started receiving allowances in 
June 1994. Mabwe says their main function is to train 
family care-givers on patient management in a home 
environment, general hygiene and what type of food to 
give to patients.

(FBIS Transcribed Text] Nigeria may have recorded a 
70-percent increase in revenue this year. The minister 
of finance, Chief Anthony Ani, dropped this hint in a 
lecture in Lagos today as a special guest of honor of 
the Island Club. Correspondent Kanayo Wabuono has 
the details: 


[Begin recording] [Wabuono] In the lecture, which 
many saw as a review of the performance of the 
economy this year, the minister announced that the 
revenue for nine months to 30 September amounted to 
100 billion naira as against 51.5 billion naira for the 
same period last year. Customs duties, he said, improved 
by 100 percent and value-added tax by 114 percent. 


[Ani] The country’s income tax collection was 16 
billion [naira] compared with 9.75 billion at the same 
period in 1994, representing an increase of 60 percent. 
Petroleum product tax and royalty was 33 billion 
compared with 31.5 for the same period of the previous 
year, representing 39-percent increase. On the whole, 
the revenue for nine months projected for 1995 was 
100 billion as against 51.5 billion at the same period 
in 1994, representing an increase of 53 percent. It is 
anticipated that by the end of the year, the increase will 
be about 70 percent. 


(Wabuono] And from sale of crude oil and royalties, as 
well as other receipts, including currency processed by 
the CBN [Central Bank of Nigeria], the nation realized 
a total of $6.51 billion. The minister regretted, however, 
that after meeting all its obligations, the nation is left 
with a credit balance of $195 million only.

The deficit, 
he said, does not involve expenditures by government, 
rather it is the 22-billion naira domestic debt service 
charged by the CBN and (?excludes 32 billion naira) 
Federal Government share of the intervention profit, 
which is currently stabilized at the Central Bank. He 
said that if the budgetary performance is recapped to 
take into consideration only government expenditures 
and to exclude domestic debt service, the country would 
actually record a budget surplus of 36 billion naira at
